Delay In Civil Service Examina 
tion And No report Yet. 



The Christian county grand jury 
adjourned Wednesday after- 
noon, after two record-break- 
ing sessions of fifteen days. An- 
other big batch of indictments 
were returned, including twenty or 
more for poker playing and crap 
shooting by officials, employes and 
ileged visitors in the Western 
Asylum forthe Insane. Thislistcom- 
prises nine individuals who are in 
ted from one to several times each, 
ve of the men, or more than hall 
of them, hold commissions froir 
Governor and the rest are now— 
'ere at the time the alleged of 
es were committed — employes of 
asylum. The list does not in- 
clude all who participated in the 
games in violation of law, as much 
difficulty was experienced in secur- 
ng witnesses. The witnesses upon 
whose testimony these indict- 
ments were found were Dr. E. B. 
McCormick, J. J. Moore and Horace 
Jenkins. 

An attempt was made to indict 
Dr. McCormick for permitting g; 
ng, but this failed by a vote of 
:o six. It was not shown that i 
of the gambling was in Dr. McCor- 
mick's rooms and it was further 
clamed that he had lo*t his position 
by trying to break up the reign of 
gambling in other apartments in 
the asylum and on the premises. 

It is said the indictments were 
returned by a vote of ten to two. 

As Inspector Hines is said to be 
investigating other branches of the 
charges made last spring.the grand 
jury only returned indictments in 
cases overlooked by the Inspector. 

In addition to the Asylum indict- 
ment about fifty others were return- 
ed for poker playing in Hopkinsville. 

Many of the parties are prominent. 
The list is not at present obtaina- 
ble.

The third route begins at Walnut 
and 13ht, withWalnutto 14th thence 
to Campbell, Campbell to 18th, 
18th to Virginia, Virginia to 20th, 
20th to Main, west with l9thto High, 
High back to Main thence to lbth, 
thence to B. F. College and back to 
Main, to 13th and east to beginning 
People who are off these routes 
will still get their mail at the post 
office.

The First Estimates Were 
Great Deal Too 
High. 



Hhiefiield. \V. Va., June 26 -The 
West Virginia flood situation hai 
not many new developments, but i 
is authentically stated that the losi 
of life has beengreatly overestimat 
ed, although the loss ot property 
can hardly be estimated. The 
most conservative estimate obtaina- 
ble places the loss of life at about 
50, a greater part of whom are 
colored miners and their families. 
A great many more are missing 
and are supsosed to have been 
pt away. There are great piles 
sbris and it will take many days 
to find all the bodies. The Norfolk 
and Western Railway company 
11 lose, at a conservative esti- 
mate, $500,000, not taking into con- 
ideration the delay of traffic, etc. 
Their double track is practically 
washed away for a distance of six 
miles, and at least 3,500 men are at 
work day and night repairing road- 
bed and removing drift.

The war revenue law requiring 
cent documentary stamp affixed to 
each teregram is repealed, to take 
effect July 1,1901. Therefore, 
and after July 1, 1901, it will not be 
necessary to affix a stamp to money 
transfers drawn in the United 
States, but payable out of the 
United States. The sender of 
money transfer drawn in the Unit- 
d States must attach to his appli- 
ation therefore a two-cent documen- 
tary stamp for each $100tranferred. 

The summary of the above is 
therefore as follows: 

On all telegrams a revenue stamp 
need not be attached. 

On all money transfers drawn in, 
and payable to the United States, a 
revenue stamp need not be attach- 
ed. 

On all money transfers drawn in 
the United States and payable out 
of the United States, a two-cent docu- 
mentary stamp must be attached 
for each $100 or fraction thereof. 

No stamp will be necessary on 
checks.

Will Take Place In Hopkinsville, 
tty., July IOth and 11th. 



The newspapers of Louisville have 
been treating Hopkinsville very 
fairly in regard to the Qood Roada 
convention, taking a sly advantage 
and attempting to build up the Lou., 
isville convention at the expense of 
Hopkinevillf, by publishing arti- 
cles from day to day announcing to 
the public that the Louisville con 
vention ia to be a state affair while 
Hopkinsville will hold only a district 
convention, and these sort of articles 
have been sent out over the state for 
publication in the various county pa- 
pers, many of which have been de- 
ceived by them. 

While this was unfair it waa un- 
necessary, for Louisville would have 
had just as many people at her 
ventiotj without doing that as she 
will have now. In the first place, 
the Louisville crowd began their 
tactics along this line by getting 
Gov. Beckham to iisue a proclama 
tion in regard to the 
Louisvi le, and then they 
that the ract that the 
issued a proclamation, about the con-

ventioit made it an official state 
affair. At the time the governor so 
acted at the rnjuesi. of Louisville 
parties he didn't know anything 
about the oonveuiion for which Hop 
kinsville was making preparations 

The fact of the matter, however, is 
that neither of the conventions is 
any a ore an offioial state convention 
than the other. The ^same things 
will be done at Hopkinsville that 
will be done at LouiBville— the si 
objects will be discussed, about the 
only difference will lie in the fact 
that the mile of Bample road to be 
built at Louisville will be dirt road 
while the sample mile at Hopkins- 
ville will be turnpike, for the reason 
that Onristian county people being 
progressive have decided to have on- 
ly macadamized roads in future, 
theiri already being a great many 
miles of turnpike road in the county. 

When it comes to the matter of 
money and entertainment of . the 
visitors the management of the Hop- 
kinsville Good Roads Convention is 
far ahead of the Louisville orowd. 
When the matter was brought up at 
Louisville the fiscai court of Jeffer- 
son county at first refused to appro- 
priate anything to pay tbe expense 
oVbuilding a mile of sample road, 
but it finally, after muoh wrangling, 
did appropriate $750 and the Louis- 
ville oity council supplemented this 
by *ppropriating_$250 — and that's 
all LouiBville has put into the sffair- 
$1,000. The Christian fiscal court 
showed a far more intelligent appre- 
ciation of the advantage! to be de- 
rived from a Good Koads Conven- 



tion and when it convened it appro- 
priated $1,260, the oity council add 
ed $800 and then the citizens by 
private subscription raised some- 
thing like $700 more, making $2,250 
to be used in entertaining the visit- 
ors to the convention and in paying 
the expense of the sample mile of 
road Thus it will be seen thatJHop- 
kinsville people have put more than 
twice as muoh money up] for their 
convention than jLiouiaville has for 
what she has the gall to announce 
is a State affair. The delegates to 
Hopkinsville will be entertained as 
only HopKinsville people Know how 
to entertain. The delegates 
Louisville will entertain themselves 
—if they get entertained at all. 
. More actual good will come from 
the HopKinsville convention than 
from the Louisville one, as people in 
a city the size of Louisville do not 
usually tane muoh interest in such 
things as the improvement] of the 
country roads, for they use them 
little and do no hauling over thi 
and are not locally interested in the 
retail trade of the farmers of their 
county, depending upon the rail- 
roads and wholesale trade for the 
growth of their city. Counties of 
Western KentuoKy can derive far 
more benefit by sending their dele- 
gates to HopKinsville and they 
should do so. Local pride in their 
section of the State should cause 
them to do so, especially as tbe 
benefits to be derived will be equal- 
ly as great if not much greatei 
Then again the cost to the delegates 
will be far less.

As the date for the holding of the 
great Good Roads Convention drawB 
nearer interest in the big event in- 
creases. A great many of Christian 
county's largest and most prosper- 
ous farmers are just now beginning 
to realize how much the convention 
means to e^erj body in the county, 
and especially to the farmer, whom 
it will finally lift ont of the mud 
whioh has for so many years retard- 
ed his progress. This is the result 
of the Good Roads conventions ev- 
erywhere else that they have been 
held, this will be the result in Chris- 
tian and other counties in this sec- 
tion.

cuss anything else, so anxious are 
they to at once begin the work of 
improvement. The New Orleans 
Picayune says that the people of

to supervise the work to which the 
State contributes.

MR. MOORE TALKS. 

Some days ago the following news- 
paper interview was had with Presi- 
dent Moore about roads: 

I am the president of the Nation- 
al Good Roads association and we 
are working for good roads. Con- 
gress appropriated $20,000 for the 
purpose of introducing good roads 
i states. I have in my train 
14 skilled engineers, among them 
Mr. Charles T. Harrison, a govern- 
ment road engineer, all of them at 
the expense of the association. We 
have all the machines for road mak- 
ing. This machinery alone cost 
about $75,000. 

My objeot in coming ia to intro- 
duce to Kentuoky the proper way of 
making a good dirt road. You see, 
your state has about 26,000 miles of 
roads and most of them are in a mis- 
erable condition. It is astonishing L 
how few macadam roads you have. Jennie Ohalkley. Geo. E. Gary. 
Now, a good dirt road can be built E p • Rn ** e11 ' 
for from $300 to $500 a mile, and by 
proper care can be kept in good 
dition for an indefinite time. One 
of the best ways to treat a dirt road 
is to sprinkle it with hot oil soon af- 
ter it is built 

The oil gradually seeps to the 
bottom of the road and m 
compact and waterproof and gives it 
a firm base. The macadam road can 
be made for from $2,000 to $7,000 a 
mile and is, of course, out of the fi- 
nancial reach of many rural districts. 
The gravel road we build is not so 
costly and I am not in favor of it 
unless it can be made with a fine 
foundation. 

The chief object of the 
ciation of which^I am president is to 
arouse the interest of the people 

movement so that the legislature 
may take action in the matter, 
traveled over about 900 miles of your 
state and I did not see a single good 
macadam road. In other states of 
which I am speaking the legislature 
appoints what might be called a 
highway inspector. It is his duty to 
look after the condition of the roads 
and he is solely responsible to 
state for their condition. This has 
been done in Massachusetts, and the 
result is that the state has the best 
the union. It is also done 
in New Jersey, which can boast of 
lmost as good as those of 
Massachusetts. 

'We shall hold three conventions 
in Kentucky. One at Louisville, 
another at Owfneboro, and another 
at Hopkinsville." 

Mr. Moore says that the road he 
will build is to be in no sense a 
"model" road, but a modern road, 
constructed according to modern 
.Mr. Moore said it would 
take ten years to construct dirt roads 
in Kentucky along modern lines, but 
he thinks that when the work is once 
started it will be carried to cc tuple
